JAPAN.

NAGASART. 

‘The Nagasaki correspondent of the North China Daily News, 
writing under date of the 12th January, states as the only item 
of news the approaching sale by auction of the Dutch Con- 
sulate buildings at Decima, [Wo reported in the London and 
China Telegraph of the 16th February that those buildings 
were to be sold on the 15th January.) It was rumoured that 

Sir Rutherford Alcock had directed their purchase for the uso of 
the English Consulate, Trade was dull on account of the 





approach of the Japanesc new year, and the Russian men-of- 
war in port were initiating a new round of festivities among 
the foreign residents, in honour of the Russian new year’s day 
(the 13th January), The British barque Diana was loading 
tea for London at £4, 

We have now an account of the reconnoitring voyage of 
H.MS. Argus, which was despatched to Simonoseki to verify 
the report that Choishu was repairing and arming his batteries. 
The Argus left Nagasaki on the 14th December, and returned 
thitherfon the 20th. She reached the Straits on the 15th, and 
anchored opposite the large battery near the stockade which 
was carried by our Marines during the late action A party 
immediately landed, and ascertained that the works had not 
been repaired, nor had any guns been mounted. Everything 
was as it had been left by the flect. The steamer Lotus, be- 
longing to the Prince of Satsuma, which was anchored near 
the shore on the Kokura side, was next visited ; but the party 
were not allowed on board. The Japanese said their officers 
were on shore, and they had been ordered not to allow any 
one on board during their absence. The Lotus had 
400 soldiers on board and was very deeply laden. 
Tho Argus anchored for the night at Whitehead Bay ; 
and at daylight on the following morning was appealed to, 
for assistauco by the stcamer Australian, whom she convoyed 
back to Nagasaki, under the circumstances detailed in our last, 
number. The people at Simonoseki were all wearing long hair, 
as a sign of mourning, they said, for the unsettled state of the 
country, No less than ten Japanese steamers were at anchor 
in the Straits, the Lotus, No One, Sarah, Fobkien, Stork 
Carthage, Cosmopolite, Taotai, Gazelle, and Swatow—all full of 
troops destined to attack Choishu, Thirty-two Daimios are said 
to be concentrating their forces on that Prince; so it is 
evident that the decree of degradation pronounced against him

The minutes which we publish (Worth China Daily News) 
of a meeting of tho Municipal Council held on the 11th instant, 
suggest two highly desirable improvements, though greatly 
differing in importance. One is tho altcration in the bund 
line, which we are glad to see is now scriously contemplated, 
and the other the construction of a foot path on the so-called 
Yang-tzo road. That portion of the former scheme which 
teferred to altering the outlet, of the Soochow creek, was fully 
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explained in our paper of the 20th October. It is hardly 
necessary therefore to repeat that it involves the extension of 
the consular bund some six hundred fect, so as to 
cause the waters of the creck to join those of the Wongpoo 
evenly in their downward course, instead of, as at present, 
flowing directly against the latter stream and causing dead 
water and deposit. It is now further proposed to extend the 
whole line of bund to the edge of tho existing mud bank, for 
the double purpose of imparting an even flow to the river along 
the shore, thus averting deposit ; and of avoiding the existing 
necessity for carrying cargo along an interminable jetty. The 
necessity for the alteration has become urgent, as the existing 
jetties do not extend nearly to low water-mark, and have to be 
extended by the aid of planks at low tide. ‘Lhe first object, of 
creating an even shore line, has been partially frustrated by the 
unfortunate obliquity imparted to the end of the French Bund, 
notwithstanding Mr, Clark’s clear explanation of the error. 
But the inconvenience will be felt by the French rather than 
omselves, in the deposit that will be caused by the Yang-king- 
pang. We abstain from commenting more fully on the scheme, 
until Mr, Clark’s promised report has been made public; 
merely expressing a hope, in the meantime, that the great 
difficulty of ways aud means may be overcome.

Tho North Chine Herald, in noticing the exports for 1864, 
mourns over the falling off. Judging from the losses, those 
interested in the result will consider it very satisfactory, in- 
stead of uusatisfactory. Shanghai exports, since 1860, have 
gone ahead too fast, and must now witness a wholesome 
check :-— 

“Tt is unsatisfactory to find that the export of the two principal articles 
of our trade with China was less during the year which has just closed 
than during 1863. The export of tea during the latter year amounted to 
69,000,000 Ibs., showing a large increase over J862, ‘But during 1864 
only 65,000,000 Ibs. left the port, of which 151,300 piculs were green 
and 335,000 black. The decrease is not great ; but it would have been 
more satisfactory to have found the figures tending to progress, That a 
decline should have taken place in the supply of silk was to have been 
expected, as the depopulation of the silk districts was beginning to ex- 
ercise its full influence. But the worst anticipation hardly pointed to a 
decrease of 11,000 piculs from the comparatively small quantity which 
was shipped during the preceding year. Such, however, appcars to have 
been the case ; only 22,000 piculs left the port in 1864, against 33,000 in 
1863, and 63,000 during 1862. The direct export of raw cotton also 
shows a decline from 554,000 piculs to 430,000; but the re-exports of 
the same staple rose from 1,500 piculs to 77,000, bringing the total quan- 
tity which left the port nearly up to the total of 1863.” 

In reference to the poor at Shanghai, wo find the following 
in the Worth China Herald :— 

“ Although there are, no doubt, many destitute forcigners in Shanghai 
whose sutferings claim our liveliest sympathy, there are also a large num. 
ber of loafers who endeavour to impose on the feclings of the charaitakle, 
and share in the benetits to which the really deserving can alone lay 
claim. Of this description is a man who is now endeavouring to enlist 



































but utterly untrue from beginning to end. A few days since he called 
on a gentleman holding a public position in the settlement, and repre- 
sented himself as an old soldier of the 99th Regiment, who had served 
his Queen and country for thirteen years, out of which time he had been 
‘a corporal for three years anda sergeant for eight. His own report of 
his conduct was satisfactory in the extreme. He had never been confined 
in the guard-room, or dragzed up at the orderly-room to meet the eye of 
an infuriated commanding officer. Unfortunately he possessed neither 
discharge nor character certificates, but this was easily accounted for. He 
had, since his discharge from the English service acted as'an officer in 
D’Aiguebelle’s force, and while returning from Hangchow after the dis- 
bandment of that force his boat had been made off with by his boatmen. 
Of course his discharge and other papers shared the fate of his goods and 
chattels, and thus left him in a state of utter and hopeless indigence. He 
managed (so ran his tale) to get to Ningpo, where his sufferings were 
very severe, but at length, throngh the charity of somebody or another, he 
obtained a passage to Shanghai, where he arrived on the 4th inst. 
The gentleman to whom this chapter of untoward accidents was 
unfolded sent the sufferer with a note to Mr. Gould, telling him at the 
same time that as several of the old 99th men wer the police, he could 
not fail to find some one to testify to his character. Meanwhile his request 
for ‘a few dollars’ was refused, but he was assured that if the police 

gave him a good character, something would be done to set him on bis 
fect again. The man started or secmed to start for the police office, but 
on the way managed to get drunk. The note addressed to the Secretary 
of the Municipal Council was found in one of his pockets when next he 

fell under the notice of the police, and the Superintendent considered it 

due to the charitable interest displayed by the writer to furnish him with 

‘one of those short biographical sketches which by a few skilfully drawn 

lines give an accurate idea of a man's moral phy siognomy. ‘This exe 

officer of D’Aiguebelle’s force who had arrived in Shanghai but a day ortwo 
before he claimed charity as we detailed above, kad. in fact, monopolised 

much of the attention of the police for the past year, and had obtained 
several notices at their hands. Thus between June 30th and December 
‘25th, 1864, he had been no less than ten times in custody on various 
charges ranging from ‘vagrancy’ to ‘drunkenness and riot,’ and had 
received sentences of imprisonment for periods of from three to ten days. 
Such was the gentleman who threw himself on the kindness of a charitable 

community. Our only fear is lest, while such an occurrence as this will 
naturally make as more careful in inquiring into the antecedents of men 

who claim assistance, it may at the same time do serious damage to many 
suffering and deserving foreigners who through no fault of their own have 
been plunged into want.” 

In our mercantile intelligence by this mail we learn that no 
further suspensions had taken place. Messrs, Watson and Co., 
wo are glad to state, have resumed business, and all claims 
against the firm will be liquidated in full.

HONG KONG, 

The English mail of December 10 arrived out on the 25th 
of January. The dates are down to the morning of the 26th. 

The Daily Press, with its usual alacrity to condemn, states that 
“the Mint scheme is in a gnarl.” It maintains that a quantity 
of the new dollars, sufficient to test the quality of the mintage 
and the Chinese taste in the matter, should have been sent out 
from London in the first instauce, so that it should have been 
established as currency before the Hong Kong Mint began to 
work ; that is the experiment that should have been tried, the 
Daily Press asserts, but was not, “ because Governor Robinson is 
acheese-percr.” Somewhat inconsistently, the writer then goes on 
to give what he calls “the diagnosis of the plan” tho Governor 
did adopt to try that very experiment ; which was defeated, he 
states, by the unexpectedly kuye remittances of Mexican dollars 
to London reduciug the price of silver, and upsetting the arrange~ 








the sympathies of the foreign residents by a tale pathetic enough in itself, | ment raade with tho Royal Mint there. Finally, the Press con- 
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cludes—“ We should like to see the mint result in a successful 
manner, and for that reason advocate a supply of five thousand 
dollars per month on account and risk of the local Government, 
until either the mint be working, or until the new coin shall 
attain a premium—that is to say, if the banks choose to pur- 
chase the currency from the Royal Mint, let them do so, and 
then the local Government ‘need givo themselves no further 
trouble in the matter.” 

We (Daily Press) understand that the Ceylon Government 
have sent an agent here for the purpose of engaging coolics on 
the same terms and principles as prevail in West India emi- 
gration hence. We have not heard the spccics of labour 
which is required, nor the cause of the running short of the 
Cingalese working classes; but we learn that the agent has 
gone to Canton to carry out the arrangements he was deputed 
to completo,

on board, still lies within a stonc-throw of Pedder’s Wharf, 

On the morning of the 17th January a number of thioves 
broke into a house in Bonham Strand, and effected a robbery of 
property of the value of $200, A box which had contained some 
silk which the thieves had carried off was found empty near the 
house. Onthe same evening the house ofa Uhiuese schoolmasterin 
Hollywood-road, was broken into, and the thieves, having blinded 
the owner by throwing pepper in his eyes, broke open his boxes 
and carried off allhis clothes. On tho 21st fourteen men 
armed with swords aud other weapons broke into a shop in 
Fish-lane and having wounded some of the inmates, broke open 
the drawers and possessed themselves of $140 in notes, $60 
in silver and a large quantity of clothing, with which 
they got away up the’ hill beforo assistance arrived. 
Constable Phillimore, when on duty on Bonhatn-road about 3 
o'clock on the morning of the 23rd, heard a musket discharged 
in the direction of Mr. Forth’s house ; on going towards the 
spot, he saw four men crossing Bonhat-road, who, on secing 
the constable, ran off towaris the slaugiter-house. Lhillimore 
fired and one of the men fuli, but immediately got ou his legs 
again and cscaped with the others. On exainining the place 
where the man fell, spots of blood were scen. ‘The mat sheds 
and huts in the neighbourhood wero afterwards searched to find 
the wounded man, without success, On Saturday evening, the

We regret to find the following in the Evening Mail. We 
hoped (but doubted) that gas would have been a succes: 


We regret to state that the Gas Works promise to be a complete failure, 
On comparison of the accounts rendered for oil and for gas by the agents 
of the company, we discover that the Hong Kong Gas Company "is 
totally unable to compete with China produce. There cannot be any 
doubt but that a gas company providing means of good lustration in Hong. 
Kong must succeed ; but it is also true that the charges rendered by one’ 
set of people must not present too strong a contrast to those which wo have 
hitherto been accustomed to receive from our own coolies, squeeze us as 
they may. 

It is impossible to deny that the gas provided by the company referred 
tois good and pure; and it is also well enough known that every en- 
couragement has been given to the company's agents, with a view to 
seeing the lustrous fluid lighting up the entire colony. We are sorry, 
however, to believe that the course pursued by the agents here is most 
impolitic. The eharges for gas appear to be—we shall not say exorbitant 
—but such as to enable our oil coolies (whose squeezes are notorious) to 
compete quite successfully with the new process of illumination. ‘This 
isa pity, for the simple reason that money is always valuable in the 
colony, and that people cannot afford to throw it away. The only solution 
to the problem we have suggested is that the adoption of gas at the 
present rates must be abandoned, and that resort must be had to the use 
ofoil. Such being the case, we take the opportunity of warning tho 
shareholders of the Hong Koug Gas Company to bo careful of their 
prospects, A few wealthy men may be able to afford themselves the 
luxury of gas; but there arc many people in this colony who will never 
be able to pay for such an indulgence. | She agents for the company seem 
to forget that the foreign residents here have no desire to disburse a larger 
sum for gas than they at present do for oil; and should it prove that the 
expenses entailed upon each consumer of is larger than that incurred 
by the latter, it is easy enough to suppose that oil will rise in the market. 

We hear that several individuals and firms have already determined to 
discontinue the use of the fluid referred to, owing simply to the rates 
charged; and we are not at all surprised to hear it. We should advise 
all who have shares in the concern to take especial notice of this fact, as 
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their interests may he seriously affected thereby. Nothing has hitherto 
been said by us, with regard to this undertaking, except in terms of 
praise ; and there is no reason to retract what we have advanced. At the 
same time it is necessary to state that, unless gas can successfully compete 
with oil, there is no use for its introduction into this colony. 

‘Tho twenty-sixth annual meeting of the Medical Missionary 
Society in China was held in Canton, at the house of Messrs. 
Olyphant and Co., on the 17th January. “The report of the 
hospital at Canton stated that the number of out-patients at- 
tended to in Canton was 15,936, and at Fuhshan, 5,015, The 
number of in-patients had been 427, and more than 400 
surgical operations had been performed. ‘The Dispensary at 
Shiklung had been kept up by the Rev. A. Krolezyk. The number 
of patients attended at the Dispensary at Shiuhing, under the 
Tev. R, H. Graves, M.D., was 2,160. The total expenses had 
been $1,098.50, leaving a balance of $222.77 to next year's 
fccount. The officers for the ensuing year were chosen, Dr. 
Colledge, now in England, being elected President, anda vote of 
thanks was passed to Drs. Dods and Wong Fun for important 
services rendered to the Hospital, to Dr. Kerr and Mr. Graves, 
and to the Rev. J. H. Gray, Vice-President, and Chairman of 
the meeting.

The Siamese Commissioners to aid in settling boundary 
questions had left Bangkok to moet the British Commissioncrs 
at the Three Pagodas. It is hoped that there will now be an 
amicable and definite settlement of tho boundary question be- 
tween Siam and British Burmah, which has so long been left 
unadjusted. After the boundaries are settled, the British Com- 
missioners, Mr. O'Riley and Colonel Blake, would come on to 
Bangkok, 

We publish (says the Siam Times) His Siamese Majesty's 
Proclamation notifying the appoiutincut of a sew Prime Min- 
ister for civil affairs in the northern and eastern provinces, 
a new Lord Mayor for the city of Bangkok, and a Secretary or 
Sccond Minister for civil affairs. These are important appoint- 
ments. Officers under the Siamese Government are appointed 
and ranked in pairs designated Aight and Left. In position and 
honour, the riykthas the precedence. This we believe holds good 
inall casesexceptthatof the two Prime Ministers. The one for the 
north is ranked us the Right. The Prime Minister of the south 
whose name appears in all treaties with foreign Powers, and? 
known as his Excellency Chow Phaya Srisurivongso Samuha 
Phraya Kraiahom, &e., &., is the Left, but so far as we know, 
has ever takeu the precedence in all Government affairs, aud 
the new appointment does not affect his position, 

‘The Siam Times remarks, in reference to the prohibition of 
tho exportation of rice :— 
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Should the present dearth of rice, owing to scarcity and excess of ra 
lead to improvement in the mode of rice cultivation, the peopie of Siam 
may look back to the years 1864 and 1865 with feelings of gratitude. 
‘Lhe system pursued heretofore has left the rice crop exposed to tro pos- 
sible evils, evils which, though opposite in their natures, are terribly similar 
in their effects. In one part of the country the rice crop has suffered from 
flood, in another from drought, but in neither portion of the country was 
the precaution taken to prevent the ravages of floods or to obviate the con- 
sequences of drought. Were the paddy fields surrounded by embank- 
ments, it is more than probable that the effects of the floods would not 
have been felt. These embankments, while effectually obviating one ev; 
would assist materially to obviate the other. There is no evidence ‘ 
show that the drought has been so extensive in the eastern and northern , 

rovinces as to dry up the creeks, rivers, and canals; and so long as there 
1s fresh water in these, and the pases, fields embanked, there need be no. 
dread of scarcity should artificial irrigation be resorted to. In the first 
place, these embankments can keep off inundations; im the second, they 
retain the water; so that there need be no los save by evaporation. 
These self-evident precautions taken, it must be clear that the country 
need not suffer from two evils at once, as in the present year. And if the 
severe lessons now received lead to the adoption of such precautions, it 
will be a subject for congratulation to future generations, 











MALACCA STRAITS, 
PENANG. 

We regret that we have no papers or advices by this mail. 
The dates are, we believe, down to February 3. 

The captain of the British brig Fak Kee has made the 
following statement in reference to the loss of that vessel :— 

“We sailed from Bangkok bound to Hong Kong, laden with teak, 
ce, and pepper. On the 23rd November experienced light 
up to the 25th, when a strong north-easterly wind set in. 
.at. on that day found a considerable quantity of water in 
hold; commenced pumping immediately, and continued for the space of 
two hours, when we found the vessel was filling fast. We then lowered 
the boats and towed them astern, and stcered nearly west for the 
sea coast. About 3 .M. on the 26th, the vessel capsized and settled away 
with her bilge just awash. This happened in Lat. 11 deg. North, Long. 
J0 deg. $2 East. The Hamburg brig Superb, Captain H. Von Appen, 
was in company with us the day previous. Atl] a.m, of the day my 
vessel filled, she came up from the northward, and the captain kindly fur- 
nished us with a chart of the Gulfof Siam‘and someprovisions, As soon as 
our vessel had settled down we took the boats andsteered for the Western 
coast, and reached Sangora on the 14th December, and after remaining 
there until the 30th, we were kindly sent on elephants to Keddah by the 
Rajah of Sangorah, | We were furthered to Penang in a bost, by the Kin 
of Keddah. The chief officer (Mr. Sands) took the Jong boat anc parted 
company with us before daylight on the morning of the accident.” 

The Penang Gazette states :— 

Two boats left the ship, each with six men on board; one 
commanded by the captain and the other by the chief officer, 
Tho latter parted company during tho first night of their 
having taken to their boats; the former made a landing on the 
coast, where they remained for three days. As long as their 
provisions lasted all was well, but after that, being pressed for 
provisions, it seems that one of them went on shore to scarch 
for food ; the remaining people waited for twenty-four hours, 
and he not returning, they left in the boat and reached Sangora, 
five men in all, They were, according to accounts, hospitably 
received by the Rajah there, and forwarded on elephants to 
Keddih. During the journey one man died; and arriving at 
Keddah the remaining people were forwarded by the King of 
that State to Penang. ‘Lhe captain and two of the crew have 
gone per mail steamer to Singapore. One boy, a passenger, 
belonging to Hamburg, remains in Penang to recover from tho 
effects of his exposuro during the jourucy along the coast and

THE PATTERNS FOR CHINA. 
: (Costmusicatep. ) 

In the prospect of increased facilities for foreign trade with the Central 
Provinces of China, facilities that must be accompanied by increased 
competition on the part of other nations, it becomes absolutely necessary 
that cotton manufacturers in this country, and, of course, those exporters 
who favour them with orders, should give more attention to the subject of 

atterns suitable for the China markets. ‘The cottons turned out from the 
Yowell and other establishments in the United States, and which are 
designed for sale in the Far East, evidence not only of extraordinary 
care, but of extreme versatility of talent, applied both tocolour and design. 
Chinese taste has its own price, and the fantastic contrast of colour and the 
forms and symbols which it approves, will go far to compensate for quality. 
Like success is not to be expected without like means. ‘Ihe poorest boat- 
man paddling on a Chinese creek is ambitious to be the owner of a few 
yards of American cotton goods set off with glaring devices. It was thus 
that the Swiss manufacturers of cotton goods, when they found themselves 
driven from every foreign market by the competition of England and 
France, applied themselves, and successfully, to recover their ground in all 

uarters, adapting their patterns to the caprices of forcign nations, the 

hnese among the rest, and found that yet coarser cotton cloths, orna- 
mented very much asan Indian tattoos himself, with exaygerated

THE PROBABILITIES OF A WAR WITH THE COMBINED 
BELLIGERENTS, 
(ene Times.) 

As the Federal Government maintains that it has a quarrel with us in 
the shape of claims which we do not acknowledge, and it has a great deal 
to gain by a successful war with us, the question to which we have to ad- 
dress ourselves is sel whether they can go fo war with us with a fair 
prospect of success. if they ean, they certainly will, ‘The first considers 
tion that occurs is that if the Confederates are exhausted, the Federals 
are only less s0; and if the latter only succeed by the exhaustion 
of their Southern foe, they are not likely to find success easy by turn- 
ing against a new foe, with untouched strength and resources, It 
is true that there is a large army, many of whom may now be called 
veterans, and all in the hands of men with some experience of actual fight- 
ing. But the soldier, in all ages, afier a certain period of hardship, pines 
for repose, and longs for his snug farm, even though after a brief interval 
he is again ready for fighting. Throughout the whole of the States in« 
dustry is more or less at a standstill for want of men, and it offers wages 
that compete with the enormous bounties and pay of the soldier. The 
attraction of peace will be irresistible after five years or more of this des- 
perate work. So, we must consider whether the men will enlist again for 
a new war against a new and certainly not less vigorous foe. ‘They must 
be paid first on the old account; and there is not a soldier in the 
service whose pay is not many months in arrears, But that 
wilt be as a trifle compared with the new Bill. The American 
Treasury, hopelessly insolvent, will have to try conclusions with 
the Treasury which paid a hundred millions sterling for one wat ten years 
ago, and has been reducing taxation ever since. It would hare to do this 
with a crippled commerce, for though both would play this game, America 
would have her full share of its forfeits. For every Alabama that has 
sneaked out of our ports a hundred would steam ‘out with the British 
colours. New York, too, which has hitherto fought at a distance and 
given money rather than men, would have to bear the brunt of the new 
struggle, and might haply share the fate of Charleston, Savannah, and a 
few other of its victims, The Federal territory might not be inviolate, 
and if Canada can be reached it ean alco strike home. Long 
wars, distant enterprises, familizrity with coinmand, the exercise of 
Pproconsular authority, the mutual jealcusies of chiefs, and a real 
dictatorship at head-quarters, are sare in the end to break up a 









































Republic. The statesmen of that Republic have lately had some 
reason to survey their past policy, domestic as well as for-sign, and to apply 
to it higher and truer principles than those which satisty the vulgar tests of 
every-day life. They may possibly have come to the conclusion that States 
are not to be founded on violence, aggression, and fraud. ‘They may dis- 
cover that, after all, the New World is amenable to the same moral code, 
the same political wisdom, the same laws of providence, as the Old. On 
comparing notes, they may find that the men and the States that succes- 
tively started with.a very reasonable hope of conquering and an- 
nexing all Asia, all Europe, all Africa, and even at together, 
did not succeed, and had even to pay fearful penalties, sooner or later 
for the very attempt. So, putting all things together, we ate 
inclined to believe that the Government of Washington will not attack us 
immediately on the conclusion of this present war, and that therein 
show its wisdom. It would, however, be most inconvenient, and costly, 
and disagreeable to have the quarrel hanging over our heads waiting for 
American convenience and opportunity. When the time comes our 
statesmen will have to see that we are not placed under that penance. If 
that, indeed, is to be our fate, and if we are to live in daily expectation 
of news that the United States have marched upon our provinces for the 
satisfaction of some old claims vamped up for the purpose, then we may 
be excused if we are less anxious to see the present war over than we 
otherwise should be. 














THE ROMANCE OF SPECULATION.—THE ABERAMAN 
TRON WORKS COMPANY AND ITS PROMOTERS, 
‘The story of the origin of the “ Aberaman Iron Works Company,’ 
as recently told in the Court of Queen's Bench, besides being curious 
and interesting, is full of suggestive information for the public at 
large. Before we come to the action of this drama, we suppose we 
must introduce and describe the dramatis persone. The Aberaman 
Estate and Iron Works, in the North of Wales, were the property of 
Mr, Crawshay Bailey, M.P. for Monmouth. Mr. Wickens is a solici- 
tor, practising in Tokenhouse-yard, with a keen eye to speculative in- 
vestments elsewhere; and Mr. Folch, private ‘gentleman,” with an 
itching for public companies and promotion money ; Captain Antrobus 
was formerly an officer in the 2nd Dragoons, then a coal and mine pro- 
prietor in Yorkshire, and is now a financial agent, and not over nice 
as to the character and antecedents of those whom he designates * his 
intimate friends.” Mr. Hughson, according to Captain Autrobus, was 
formerly an attorney at Edinburgh, but, according to his own ac- 
count of himself, he ‘has been a financial commission agent for the last 
twenty years.” In 1845 he had offices in Edinburgh. In 1862 he came 
to London and became an “attorney's clerk at three guineas a-week.” 
He modestly denied having been engaged as a “detective” in the 
infamous case of Mr. and Mrs. Windham, but he admitted that he 
was employed for seven months in going to the Haymarket night 
after night to watch Mrs. Windham and give instructions to the 
detective engaged in the case. In answer to the Lord Chief Justice he 
said he went to the Haymarket to watch Mrs. Windham's cross proceed- 
ings, and to protect Mr. Windham against them—that is, as he further 
explained, to prevent Mr. Windham condoning his wife's offences “ by 
keeping him away from his wife.” The reader might suppose that this 
‘was not a vocation favourable to the financial genius and ability of an 
experienced financial agent, but he would be mistaken if he did. One 
part of his employment was to “treat the ladies at Barnes's, when he 
went to the Haymarket of a night—ladies who were useful to 
Mr. Windham for giving information as to the whereabouts of his 
wife’—and this, no doubt, involved considerable expenditure, and 
numerous, if not very extensive, “financial operations.” ‘To complete 
Mr. Hughson’s story, we may as well add that he was under the lamentable 
necessity of suing Mr. Windham for “the £400 expenses he had been 
put to” in this honourable vocation ; but he lost his action; that he ought 
to have paid the costs, but did not, and took the benefit of the Bank- 
ruptcy Act instead; ang, finally, that “there was no dividend "—the 
lawyers (ah, those ratcally lawyers!) had it all, and Mr. Hughson 

“afterwards started atresh.” 

Such being the chief actors in this speculative drama, let us now 
glance at the parts they respectively played init. Mr. Crawshay Bailey 
agrees to sell his estate and ironworks to Mr. Wickens, and Mr. 
Wickens agrees to purchase them for £250,000. We are not to 
suppose that Mr. Wickens intended to abandon the law, and become 
a great landowner and ironmaster in South Wales, or that he intended 
to invest so large a portion of his own funds in this purchase, 
for it does not appear that Mr. Wickens contemplated any such 
thing. His purpose was to buy the property from Mr. Bailey for 
£250,000, and to sell it again to a joint-stock company for 
£350,000, which would leave him the rather handsome profit of 
£100,000 for his trouble and expense in the little affair. This, if it 
could only be accomplished, would certainly be an improvement 
upon the routine practice of the attorney's office, and infinitely 
better than the slow accumulations of six-and-eightpences and three-and~ 
fourpences from ordinary clients, however numerous or litigious they might 
be. In order that it might be accomplished, Mr. Wickens associated him- 
self with Mr, Folch, the “private gentleman,” and they mutually agreed 
to become the joint promoters of the intended joint-stock company, and 
joint participators in the profit to be made out of it. But, first and fore- 
‘most, there was a deposit of €10.000 to be paid to Mr. Bailey, aud as 
neither Mr. Wickens nor Mr. Folch had available resources e y 
demand, it must be “raised somehow.” ‘That required a“ 
operation,” and financial operations necessarily require financial agents, 
and forthwith Messrs, Autrobus aud Hughson stepped upon the scene. Mr. 
Folch had known Captain Antrobus five or six years as a person engaged 
in financial transactions, and, meetiag the Captain in the City, explained 
to him what they required, ‘They had aiready been trying, through some 
third party, to get the £10,000 for the deposit from Messrs. Barclay and 
Co., but this third party, whose modest name did not transpire, wanted 
£75,000 out of the £100,000 profit, ax his remuneration for getting the 
£10,000, and to leave the remaining £25,000 only for: Messrs. Wickens 
and Folch. This the latter gentlemen evidently thought unreasonable 5

“*would be 100 per cen.” “That,” said Mr. Hawkins, “ would be 200 
per cent., for it was 100 per cent. for six months.” But Mr. Folch, 
nevertheless, agreed to pay that amount. Besides this deposit, however, 
there was another financial operation to be achieved. ‘Ihe promoters 
were anxious that the company should come out with 10,000 shares 
already taken up; ‘ because,” said Captain Antrobus, “it would natu- 









rally look better before the public with 10,000 shares taken up.” Mr. 
Folch thought “ they could do 2,000 shares if Captain Antrobus could do 
the rest ;” and this the Captain thought he could do. 





And now we come to another important actor in the drama, Captain 
Antrobus mentioned the matter to his intimate friend Mr. Hughson, and 
Mr. Hughson shortly afterwards introduced him to his friend Mr. Logan, 
the manager of the London Bank of Scotland. Mr. Logan seems to 
have stipulated that, if his bank advanced the money, they should have the 
account of the company, and that three of the directors of the bauk should 
be placed on the direction of the company, and for this honourable dis- 
tinetion he selected Mr. Cargill, M.P., Sir D. Hay, M.P., and Mr. 
Collins. Upon this understanding, although there was a good deal of 
“off and on” negotiation, the bank appears to have arrauged to ad- 
vance the whole or part of the £10,000 for deposit, and of the 
£8,000 for the 8,000 shares, for which they were to recvive £8,000 bonus, 
And Mr. Folch at last appears to have agreed that Antrobus and Huzh- 
son should hare two sums of £5,000 each for procuring somebody to 
advance the £10,000 and the £8,000. But in the meantime Mr. Logan 
had ascertained the amount the promoters were to make by these transac- 
tions, and he then found that a bonus of £8,000 was not enough for the 
advance of £8,000 on the shares, and wanted £16,000 for making that ad- 
vance! At the mention of these astounding facts and figures the juricial 
wig of the Lord Chief Justice was seen to be slowly rising above his judicial 
head, and his lordship was constrained to explain this remarkable phe- 
nomenon by gravely telling the Court that “* these revelations actually 
make one’ har Mand Sa end;” on which the lestued counsel, 
feeling his own horsehair rising, gravely replied, * Indeed they do, my 
lord.” Buteven this was not the end of Br. Logan's insatiable demands, 
for onthe 16thJune he wrote a letter stating that “a larger bonus than 
£10,000 wou'd be required for the advance of the £10.000 than merely 
double that amount, but that the £16,000 could be settled as arranged,” 
Mr. Wickens appears to have been party and privy to these arranzements 
with the London Bank of Scotland, but to have sedulously avoided any 
contact or intercourse with Messrs. Antrobus and Hughson, which might 
have committed him to the arrangements made with them by his co- 
promoter, Mr. Folch.

Messrs, 
Wickens and Folch repudiated theie engagements to Messrs. Antrobus 
and Hughson, and, therefore, Messrs. Antrobus and Hughson jointly 
sucd Messrs, Wickens and Folch for the recovery of the two sums 
of £5,000 cach, which they had agreed to pay thein, he ay 
ment they could prove, however, was with Mr. Folch alone, and did 
not include Mr. Wickens, and they could not prove that the arranzee 
ment they had made with the Loudon Bank of Scotland bad been 
carried out, for it seems to have been carried out through their 
solicitor, Mr. Wilkinson, The jury found that the agreements 
aileged had been made, but not with buth parties, and so the plaintiils lost 
their action, and the other parties * got off.”

THE NEW MINISTER FOR WASHINGTON—SIR 
FREDERICK BRUCE, 
(7HE TIMES.) 

The public will hear with great regret that Lord Lyons has been com- 
pelled by the state of his health to resign the post of British Minister at 
Washington, which he has filled for six years with so much ability and 
judgment. ‘one, indeed, who knows the nature of the work which he 
has had to discharge during the last four years of his office will be surprised 
at his being compelled to retire. The mere physical labour which has 
been entailed upon him would alone be enough to account for the 
'y of bis resignation. Mr, Layard gave an account the other night 
ofthe business which has been transacted during the last three or four 
years at the Washington E y. and, except upon such authority, the 
amount would be almost incredible.

He was appointed in’ 1838, yet what 
an era has passed since then! ‘Three short years have witnessed the 
vivlent disruption of the greatest Power in the New World, the growth of 
a war almost unexcmpled in is magoitude, and, whatever may be the 
ultimate result of the struggle, the utter subversiun of all the most cherished. 
institutions of a great and prosperous nation, When Lord Lyons went 
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to Washington the United States stretched in peaceful and pros- 
perous dominion from the Gulf to the St. Lawrenceand from the Pacific to 
the Atlantic, they were the favourite model of free and Republican institu- 
tions, they scarcely possewed an army, they had an absolutely insignificant 
debt, and the whole energy of their industrious and vigorous population 
was devoted to commerce, to agriculture, to learning and the arts. Lord 
Lyons leaves them in the convulsions of a political earthquake. One 
vast chasm yawns from East to West, dividing by blood and fire two hos- 
tile sections of a scarcely kindred race; Republican institutions are 
rapidly becoming Imperial in almost all but the name ; persoual freedom 
is a memory of the past ; cnormous armies, like swarms of locusts, devour 
the face of the country; a debt unparalleled for its growth and threatening 
aspect overshadows the resources of the nation, and the whole energy of 
the people is withdrawn from the lifegiving exercise of peace to the ex- 
hausting fever of war. When Lord Lyons first went to his mission the 
country he was accredited to was the United States. It is difficult to say 
what it should be called now, and impossible to foresee what it will be. 
Those six years, in fact, have seen the rise and the development of a tre- 
mendous revolution, and if we are sending out a new Minister to an 
entirely new state of things. 
The successor of Lord Lyons in this momentous post ‘will be Sir 
Frederick Bruce, who at present holds the office of Minister in China, 
but happens opportunely to be in England. ‘There is no reason to doubt 
that in making this selection the Government have had ample regard to 
the qualifications necessary for the office. Sir F. Bruce has greatly di 
tinguished himself by his conduct of our troublesome negotiations with 
the Court of Peking; and though he will have very different persons to 
deal with in Washington, yet aman who has been energetic, acute, and 
successful in one place, will probably be energetic and acute, and will at 
least deserve to be successful in another. Perhaps, in the surging sea 
which American polities represent at the present time an intimate ac- 
quaintance with the recent traditions of our Ministry at Washington may 
be of less importance than it would have been otherwise. The move- 
ments are so rapid, the influences so uncertain, that the course pursued at 
‘one moment may have to be forgotten the next. But though Sir R, 
Bruce has not been recently employed in any post connected with his 
new office, he is not entirely inexperienced in American affairs. His first 
employment was when attached to the late Lord Ashburton’s special mis- 
sion to Washington in 1842, when the famous Ashburton Treaty was 
negotiated, Subsequently, for a year, he was Lieutenant-Governor of 
Newfoundland, and from 1847 to 1851 he was employed in various posts 
in South America. Four years atter this he went with his brother, Lord 
Elgin, to China, and has since been entirely employed in that country. 
By a fortunate coincidence he will arrive in America just when Mr. 
Lincoln will have entered upon his second term of office. It will, per- 
haps, have an opportune significance that a new Minister should thus be 
accredited to the United states at the commencement of this new period 
in ber annals, A wild fancy had a little time ago possession of the 
American mind that England and France ‘contermplated sort of under- 
hand recognition of the Confederacy on the 4th of March by ecknow- 
ledging Mr. Lincoln as President only of those States which had taken 
part in his electi The incredulous surprise with which this announce- 
ment of our intentions was received on this side of the water would have 
been sufficient to convince the public of most countries of their mistake. 
But the Americans are peculiarly hard to convince against their will, and 
it may be fortunate, therefore, a marked refutation will be given to their 
delusion, The arrival of a new Minister accredited to the Government 
whose authority we still acknowledge will be a more conspicuous evidence 
of the fallacy of these strange anticipations than the return of Lord Lyons. 
It may, perhaps, be made more evident that instead of in any way slighting 
their Government, we are paying it the distinct attention of selecting a new 
Minister to represent us. 


















































F THE LAST ACCOUNTS FROM CIIIN 


(THE TIMES.) 

‘The news from China is that every part of the vast Empire is more or 
less distracted by insurrection, brigandage, and discontent, Even the 
distant Western provinces, far away froin us and our traific, have each 
their little rebellion ; and the rich Sz‘chueu, where every Chinaman is 
said to be well fed and well dressed, has an immigration of the old ‘laiping 
locuats feeding on its fatness. It is the normal condition of an over- 

opled country, with achain of Government rusted and rotten in every 
ink. The only matter which greatly interests us practically is to know 
how near these people are to our commercial ports, and what effect they 
are likely to have upon our interests. We heard some time ago that 
seven provinces had been proclaimedgin the Peking Guzette, that a great 
number of citics had been just taken and sacked, and that a seaport which 
was about to be opened to our trade had been attacked and destroyed. 
But when we are now told that the disorganised bands of the Taipings are 
in considerable force in Fubkien, and hold a large portion of Chekiang, 
and bave had hard tighting in Kiangsi, the ordinary reader derives about 
as much information from these tidings as if he had been given to under- 
stand that they had taken possession of that hemisphere of the moon which 
is hidden from human observation. It may be useful, therefore, to those 
who may desire*to retain some general knowledge of the progress of events 
in the extreme East, to state that these two provinces of Kiangsi aud 
Fohkien occupy that part of the empire which extends about a hundred 
and fifty miles south of our treaty port of Ninzpo toa puint about a 
hundred miles north of Canton, and that this region includes the habita. 
tion of nearly forty millions of inhabitants, and ‘the larger portion of the 
coast line between Canton and Shanghai. Folikieu isa maritime pro- 
vince, and contains our two treaty ports of Foochow and Amoy, and 
Kiangsi is the province which lies immediately behind it, inland, and ex- 
tends up to the Yangtze river. Its name, indi is said to mean “the 
Province West of the River.” From the statement of our correspondent 
—who now appears to think that Canton iteelf is again in danzer—it would 
appear that the operations of the insurgents are not confined to these pro- 
vinces, and it may be generally assumed that the disturbances include all 
the coast countries which lie between Ningpo and Canton, and also the 
‘mountains and vast tea districts which lie inland from this coast. It would 
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be searcely worth while to offer this explanation. except to point out that, 
although the marauders have been driven away from the celebrated thirty 
miles radius round Shanghai, the countries they still infest are districts in 
which we have a special interest. We have a great although not quite a 
regular trade at Swatow; and Amoy and Fouchow are two treaty ports, 
whence we export immense quantities of tea. From the districts lying 
behind these ports all that teais brought down. 

The new rebel chief who, with an army of 50,000 well-appointed 
troops, has established himself at a city called Chang-chow, within easy 
distance of Amoy, seems inclined to cultivate the good graces of our 
merchants, and hopes to be allowed to occupy the treaty port of Foochow. 
It is evident, indeed, that these chiefs are capturing large cities in the 
immediate neighbourhood of Swatow, Amoy, and Foochow, and it seems 
unavoidable that we must again be brought into contact with them, at 
places where it is by no means so easy to deal with them as it was at 
Shanghai. At Amoy there is no separate European settlement as there 
is at Shanghai, and Foochow is situate some miles up a narrow river of 
difficult navigation. In both these ports the Chinese and the European 
merchants are mixed up together in their habitations, and there would be 
great disaster if these places were sacked for burnt. We do not mean to 
suggest that there is any great danger of such an occurrence, but it is as 
well to be aware of the position. It will account for the intelligence that 
the Janus, the Flamer, the Dove, and the Swallow are all now lying at 
Amoy. It seems very hard that we never can be allowed to 
trade in peace with this strange people, and that a Government 
80 intractable to foreigners and so absolute in many respects over their 
own subjects cannot or will not keep their own cities in a state of 
defence against mere brigands. So, howover, it is, and there seams to 
be no help for it. We may congratulate ourselves. however, that there is 
no longer a costly China expedition engaged in this Far East, and as we 
must employ a large navy somewhere or other, and as the China trade is 
very profitable and very necessary to us, perhaps we ought not to repine 
at having to keep a ship or two and a few gunboats on the coast of China, 
where they see more service and are not more costly than they would be 

e expending their stores in the Channel or sunning themselves in the 
Mediterranean, This is the pleasantest way of looking at the affair, but, 
after all, we cannot help thinking that we ought not to have to do this 
work, and that the time may come when we may not be able to spare the 
men and ships to do it. 

Our principal object, however, in calling attention at this moment to 
the Chinese news is to deprecate what seems to be a very imminent danger 
of European and American vagabonds being banded together to opposs 
these Asiatic vagabonds. Tho remedy for the desultory rebellion, which 
xeems to find favour with the public of Shanghai, is that the Chinese 
officers shall, each in his city, district, or province, employ any European 
or American leader of mercenaries who may happen to be at hand. Wild 
adveuture and rapid fortune are said to offer themselves as the certain 
prizes of this occupation, D*Aiguebelle, the leader of a Franco-Chinese 
contingent, is reported to have returned to France with immense wealth, 
accumulated during 15 months’ service. There are thousands of martial 
adventurers in France who have been strongly excited by so seduct, ve a 
success, Not otly France, but Belgium, Spain, Italy, and England! her- 
self, might in a few days show a large number of daring free- 
booters all ready to cut slices with their swords out of this great 
China pudding. Is it quite certain, however, that the security 
of English merchants would be greatly increased, even at Swa- 
tow, or Amoy, or Foochow, if we had several bands of these 
chivalrous. hirclings in our immediate neighbourhood? For our 
part, we would rather trust to force or negotiation to make terms with an 
army of Taipings than try conclusions with a civilized bully who hada 
crew of half-diseiplined cosmopolitan ragamufiins at his back. About ten 
years ago the Portuguese of Macao were in the habit of fitting out convoy 
flects, which undertook for a certain hire to protect the fishermen of the 
coast from the Chinese pirates. This lasted for some time, and was very 
profitable to the Portuguese 5 but the exactions, cruelties, and robberies of 
these * protectors” became at last so uncndurable that the Chinese fisher- 
men and villagers, aided perhaps by some rival convoymen, watched 
an opportunity and burnt the convoy fleet and massacred all 
the Portuguese officers and sailors, shooting them down in the 
very suburbs of Ningpo. Of course some inquiry was made in 
Europe, and Lisbon was in a ferment; but after the circumstances 
had been investigated the conduct of these men was found to have been 
so atrocious that it was thought better to let the whole matter slide into 
oblivion. ‘This was but the natural end of any merely mercenary force. 
What happened on the sea ten years ago would happen in multiplied 
instances on the land now ; and whether the leaders were English, French, 
or American, they and their followers would soon become much greater 
pests than even the Taipings themselves. We submit that instead of 
encouraging these hireling bands the policy of Europe ought to be to 
unite and put them down, 

‘The time seems to be now come when our policy towards China should 
be to keep just force enough to protect our trade, and to leave the rest to 
the Chinese Government, We have arrived at the position which was 
anticipated by the late Lord Elgin in his address to the merchants of 
Shanghai. ‘The moment seems opportune to remind them of the wise 
advice then givea. * Lam of opinion,” said Lord Elgin, * that when force 
aud diplomacy shall have do at they ean legitimately effeet, the work 
which has to beaccomplished in China will be but at its commencement.” 
The work thus designated by Lord Elgin was pointed out by him to be 
of a mixed moral and physical character—the first and by far the most 

‘cult, to win a way for Christian civilisation among a sceptical and 
ingenious people.” But “at the same time,” said Lord Elgin, “the 
machine-facturing West will be ia presence of a population the most 
universally and laboriously manufacturing of any on the earth. It can 
achieve victories in the contest in which it will have to engage only by 
proving that physical knowledge and mechanical skill applied to the arts 
of production are more than a match fur the most persevering efforts of 

i industry.” ‘This prediction is now periormed. Force and 
diplomacy have gained all their reasonable conquests, and ought only to 
be used to preserve what has been won. Itis in the spirit of Lord E}; 
counsels that we desire to keep these rowdy bands out of China.

THE EMPEROR OF CHINA. 


Ir has often been a subject of remark,on our own part as 
well as by others, that the information we possess respecting 
the inner life of the Court of Peking is scanty in the extreme, 
and, we may say, disappointingly so, when we reflect on tho 
increased facilitics for observation which tho last few years 
have afforded. Threo winters have now passed sinco the cur- 
tain which shrouds so jealously the “Forbidden Palace” was 
raised for a moment to disclose that strange sceno of rivalry, 
intrigue, and sudden execution which terminated in the removal 
of the arrogant Council of Eight, in the clovation of Prince 
Kona, the youthful Sovereiay’s uncle, to the highest posts of 
dignity and influence, and in the acceptance by the two Ex- 
presses of the position of Joint-Regents. Sinco the memorable 
days of November, 1861, however, when the publication of » 
flood of State papers threw a temporary light on the arrango- 
ments of tho Imperial household, we have had absolutely no 
particulars respecting the progress of Court affairs or the edu- 
cation of the youthful ruler. We have, on this account, made 
it our business lately to seek for such information as was attain- 
able, and aro glad in being able to present our readers with the 
results we have obtained from highly trustworthy sources. It 
will be remembered that, at the time of the death of the late 
Emperor, Hien-Fona, on the 22nd August, 1861, his only son, 
then only in his eighth year, was proclaimed as his succcssor, 
under the title of T’unc-cnra—two characters which it has 
been prouounced impossible to translate, but which may be ren- 
dered a8 meaning something like “Government by Union.” 
The will of the deceased Soveneian was proclaimed as appoint- 
ing eight of his late Councillors, representing the most  obsti- 
nato supporters of the old exclusive system, to the Regency of 
the Empire ; but in the following November this arrogant and 
corrupt coterie was destroyed by the coup d'etat carried out by 
Prince Kuno, who executed its leading members and banished 
the remainder, under authority derived from the EMPRESSES, 
declaring that they had promulgated false representations of the 
last wishes of their deceased master. The two ladies who 
figured so prominently in this Court revolution were both 
young, and doubtless beautiful, if judged according to the Chi- 
nese taste. The elder, though the principal consort of the late 
Soveneicy, had proved childless, whilst her associate, the for- 
tunate mother of the beir to the throne, had been a mere 
concubine among the many who graced the Imperial harem. 
Resentment at slights to which thoy were subjected by some 
of the members of the Regency had induced them to favour 
the conspiracy which led to the destruction of that body ; and, 
while accepting in name the vacant position, they wero doubt- 
less by no means loth to abandon to their brother-in-law Princo 
Kong and his councillors the greater sharo of tho labours of 
Government. A curious Chincse document is now before us, 
which wo believe has never hitherto been published, and which 
contains tho regulations adupted by the Ewrresses on their 
Bccoptance of the Regency. A precedent had luckily been dis- 
interred from among tho vencrable archives of tho T’aso 
dynasty, nearly a thonsand years ago, which gave authority for 
the conduct of afiairs of State by a fewale ; and it was accord- 
ingly arranged, with solemn minateness, that the Regents— 
shrouded by a curtain—should give audience to public function- 
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aries, and in like manner preside at the official receptions, which 
form the principal duty of the occupant of the throne. Their 
Imperial son, young as he was, could not be exempted from the 
ceremonial, and, enthroned before the curtain, was to receive 
the homage of the prostrate officials, whilst his guardians pro- 
nounced from their seclusion their answers to memorials or 
their commands on the conduct of affairs. 

Of the two Expresses, wo have been told that the elder, or 
Express DowaGer (as she may be called, having been the 
principal consort of the deceased Sovereign), is of Manchoo 
origin, and had received a careful education, extending to both 
the Manchoo and Chinese languages. She is also said to be 





the guiding genius in the Government, being possessed of great. ..- 


powers of intellect and of much intelligence. The EmPnesa- 
uornrr is also an able and energetic woman, but not 
educated, though well acquainted with the management of 
affairs. She makes many inquiries, it is said, with re- 
ference to the intrusive foreigners, who have caused so much 
confusion in the once quiet capital. We cau scarcely hope 
that her surroundings are likely to convey to her very truthful 
notions of our real character, and it is probably fated that the 
throne in China will be the very last corner to which a gleam of 
enlightenment will be permitted to penetrate. ‘This we cannot 
hope will take place until the SovEREteN himself shall have ac- 
tually come in contact with the European Ambassadors, and shall 
have learnt from positive view and experience that the “bar 
barians” are not so terribly barbarous after all. The confessions 
of many high Chinese officials of their agreeable surprise on 
meeting with polished and intelligent persons when first making 
the acquaintance of the dreaded forciguers, shows to what an ex- 
tont personal influence proves‘useful in subduing the prejudices 
with which the European character is still so largely invested ;! 
but it appears that Her Masesrr’s Government has not yet 
thought fit to insist on our Ambassador's privilege of entering 
the Imperial presence. It is doubtless argued that during the 
minority of the boy-ruler an audience would be a purely formal 
ceremony, from which no diplomatic results could be extracted ; 
but, on the other hand, it may also be said that so long as the 
Imperial circle derives all its impressions of the foreigners from 
the gossip of prejudiced courtiers or the reports of wily officials, 
we runa risk of gaining such a character as, impressed upon the 
Eneror’s youthful mind, may coufirm him as he advances to 
maturity in unfavourable prepossessions. We trust that the 
time will ere long come when our Minister’s position may be 
considered sufficiently well-established at Peking to warrant his 
demanding an occasional audience, which could be fully justified 
to the Emperor's advisers on the ground of similar privileges 
in European countries. 

Apart from his training in the grave dcportment of the re- 


ception-hall, the young Esrreror is, as may be expected, cares. 
fully instructed in all the Confucian writings, which constitute ~~ 


the “be-all and end-all” of Chinese State and family adminis- 
tration. His chief instructor, a Cabiuct Minister of Mongolian 
extraction and of the highcst reputation for wisdom and learn- 
ing, is assisted by ashoal of lesser preceptors ; and in the re- 
gulations prescribing His Masesy’s course of study it is expressly 
provided that the strictness of the teacher is not to be forgotten 
in the deference of the subject. The Impcrial pupil takes his 
lessons seated at his desk, whilst the instructor stands a step 
lower and at the side of the table. Even here wo find the 
cramped precision of Chinese etiquette binding mind and body 
in its unhealthy trammels, Will all the ethics of Conructus 
suffice to guard the youthful studext’s mind from the enervat- 
ing influences of constant slavish adulation ? It is not, however, 
in books alone that the Eaveror is to become an adept. We 
learn from a correspondent in China that he is already trained 
in military exercises, which form the second branch of a Chinese 
polite education. Six hours are consumed every day in the study 
of the Confucian books and of caligraphy, after which His 
Magrsr¥ pursues a course of archery, of which he is said to be 
very fond, and which coustitutes the principal portion of Chi- 
nese military excellence. As yet, however, the young Emperor 
is said not to have evinced any decided tendency to cither wen 
or u—to cither martial or literary pursuits. IIe takes great 
delight in frequenting the pleasure-grounds which surround tho 
palaces, both within and without tho walls of Peking, aud which 
havo always been the glory of his ancestors, since first enlarged 
and beautified shortly after the conquest in the middle of the 
17th century. Two or three boys, the sous of high officials, 
ere sclected as the fellow-pupils of the young Eureror, ho 





being somewhat disiuchned to study. It is hoped that emu- 
lation with other boys will excite him to studious pursuits, 


@e 
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Tho young Exrenon is said to bo of a very impetuous temper, 
and that he often quarrels with his teachers. 

The inhabitants of Peking still speak of his father, 
Hiex-Fono—-who is remembered as a tall, emaciated figure, 
nearly six fect in height—tottering in theso pleasure-grounds 
between two attendants, who supported nearly the entire 
weight of his body. Dissipation beyond all bounds had 
made him at thirty a feeble, qucrulous old man, and he sank, 
‘worn out in the prime of life, on a death-bed embittered by the 
remembrance of his recent defeat at the hands of the hated 
foreigners. We must hopo that, as the years go on, any legacy 
of distike which may be rankling in the mind of his young suc- 
cessor miiy be removed by just and sensible conduct on the part, 
not only of our own, but of all tho foreign representatives at 
Peking. 





SINGAPORE AND AUSTRALIA. 

Amona the enterprising projects of the day tending to deve- 
lope the resources of our possessions in the Far East, and ex- 
tend British influence to the further South, the most promising 

is the founding of the new colony of ,North Australia, on that 
portion of the island-continent}marked on tho maps “ Arvhem 
Land.” This undertaking has been matured by the Govern- 
ment of South Australia ; who have the northern territory ex- 
clusively within their control, under the authority of Her 
Masesry in Council, in consequence of the public spirit shown 
by the colonists in supporting expeditions, especially that of 
the indefatigable explorer MuDougaun Sroant, to discover the 
nature of the interior. Formerly that was supposed to. bo 
chiefly desert land, a second Sahara, incapable of supporting 
even the.aborigines, This erroneous conclusion has beon dis- 
polled by the reality, which presents a rich country within the 
tropical sone’capable of growing every product of the East, and 
pasturage on the upper lands for the beeves and flocks of tho 
Australian settlers. This twofold advantage of the country 
possessing the capabilities of a temperate and tropical climate, 
will conduce greatly to its success asa ficld for rearing cattle 
and shéep on the one hand, and rice, cotton, and sugar on the 
Other. From the latest accounts the expedition forming the 
government of the settlement, under the superintendence of 
Colonel Frintss and a competent staff of surveyors, have fixed 
on asite for the future capital of the colony at “ Adam Bay,” 
near the mouth of “ Adelaide River.” This stream is described 
as being navigable for vessels of the largest tonnage, at least 
sixty miles inland, flowing through a rich alluvial country, well 
watered everywhere, abounding in good timber, and abundance 
of pasturage for cattle and sheep. Although the climate is 
tropical, there is evidence that it is neither so hot nor so humid 
as countries within the corresponding latitudes north of the 
equator ; and there is every reason toconclude that it will partake 
of that general salubrity which characterises tho southern 
regions of Australia compared with the healthiest in othor parts 
of the world. But what particularly recommends this new 
eolony to our notice is its proximity to the Eastern Archi- 
pelago, especially Singapore and her sister settlements in the 
Malacca Straits. Here is another link in the chain of the 
British dominions that encircles the globe ; destined to divert 
the current of steam navigation and the lines of telegraph by a 
better route to the colonies of Eastern Australia than any yct 
in operation ; and as the construction of a telegraph across the 
country to South Australia may be accomplished, it will super- 
sede all lines in contemplation. Again, this new colony is in 
the route of ships bound from Java to Sydney; and a live of 
steamers might trade profitably from China and Manila via 
Torres Straits, where at present passengers have to travel the 
roundabout voyage by way of Point de Galle. In that caso 
the long dreary passage of 3,336 miles between that point and 
King George Sound would be avoided; while the voyage from 
Hong Kong to Sydney, which now takes thirty-nino days, would 
‘be accomplished in twenty-four or twenty-five days, thereby 
saving a fortnight. 

Once this new colony is matured there is every reason to 
expect a large influx of Malays and Chinese, who appreciate 
British rule above all others as a Government to live under in 
peace and sccurity. So soon as they Jearn that tho land is 
good for cultivating tropical products, and that the British flag 
flies there to protect them, thy will come in large numbers to 
settle as coolies or small cultivators of rice and cotton. Already 
the natives of Timor and the adjacent islands visit the bays on 
tho coast to fish for trepang, or sca slug, 0 much prized in the 
East as an article of food. Theso people uscd to call at the 
old settlement of Port Essington und evince o great desire to 





trade with the military and naval depot there, which they 
could not reciprocate as that was merely a harbour of refuge, 
since abandoned. There is every probability, therefore, of con- 
silerable tratliz arising between the colonists of North Aus- 
tralia, and the inhabitants of theso isles, many of whom are 
Christians, with an admixture of Dutch blood in their veins, 
from the seamen of that nation who settled there centuries ago. 
We learn, also, that many French creoles from the Island of 
Bourbon or Reunion are desirous of emigrating from that 
over-peopled little isle tu settle in the northern territory of 
Australia as cultivators of tropical produce; and the local 
French newspapor there warmly advocates their immediate 
departure for the new British colony. 

In view of theso advantages for tho successful oolonination: of 
this newly acquired territory by the Government of South 
Australia, a number of enterprising colonists and others have 
formed themselves into a company for the purpose of develop- 
ing the scheme, which promises to be a profitable investment. 
The first and main object of the North Australian Company's 
proprietary was to socure large tracts of freehold land at the 
public sales established in London, in March, 1864, under the 
auspices of the Agent-General for South Australia, That object 
has been attained, and the company now holds the fee simple 
of many preliminary blocks of country lands and town allot- 
ments, or rather the “land orders,” representing those sections, 
to be selected by a local manager as soon as the country is sur- 
veyed, aud the land declared open for selection. Of courso the 
prospects of this company depend entirely on the success of the 
colony itself, as the large extent of land which they hold in 
town and country must realize treble tho cost at least, if there 
are people to buy the allotments. We wish both the colony 
and tho company every success ; and we have no fear that the 
energy aud enterprise of the South Australians—who have 
overcome greater difficulties before now—will surmount all but 
the most overwhelming obstacles. Moreover, they are entitled 
to the full support of the Home Government, as the occupation 
of this outlying portion of Australia might be accomplished by 
the French, who aro on the look outin those seas for tho exten- 
sion of their power in rivalry to the British. Further news 
is expected shortly from the Government Resident, Colonel 
Funiss, which we shall not fail to put before our readers when 
it arrives, 





CEYLON. 

Every facility and accommodation in banking operations is 
now afforded to merchants, planters, civiliaus, and others 
connected with Ceylon, no less than four of the London banks 
doing business with the East having agencies in Ceylon, namely, 
the Oriental Bank Corporation, Chartered Mercantilo Bank of 
India, London, and China, the Bank of Hindustan, China, and 
Japan, and tho Asiatic Banking Corporation. Not only are the 
advantages of railways and telegraphs to be onjoyed by tho 
colonists, but gas and water improvements are to be introduced, 
The Ceylon Gas aud Wator Company, whose offices are at 76, 
King William-street, City, are in negotiation with the Ceylon 
Government for a concession, and when the terms of this are 
definitively agreed upon operations will be commenced, and 
Coylon will then not be behind the other Eastern colonies in 
the comfort and advantages that result from scientific appliances 
in illuminations, and ready and abundant water supply to 
dwellings. 


FRENCH COMMERCIAL RELATIONS WITH CHINA 
AND JAPAN. 

Tue “Exposé de la Situation de L’Empire,” presented a few 
days since to the French Senate, in commenting on the relations 
of France with the Far East, adverts to the increase of French 
tonnago on the coasts and rivers of China, the evidences as to 
the further development of commerce in that quarter, to the 
favourable influence un trade likely to be exerted by tho acqui- 
sition of Nanking for a foreign settlement, and states that ar- 
rangements have been made for obtaining a suitable site in the 
suburbs of Hankow for French residents, that a consular offico 
is about to be opened at Ningpo, and, finally, that special 
privileges have beon obtained for French shipping in 
the trade between Cochin China and the Chinese ports. 
Improved relations with Japan are referred to with 
satisfaction ; tho attack on Simonoscki is regarded 
as having broken the spirit of resistance which impeded the 
fulfilment of treatics, and as having decided the Court of Yedo 
to execute its engagement with foreign Powers. The late 
Japanese Ambassadora to Europe undertook, among other 
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things, that a monetary compensation should be rendered for 
the murder of a French officer in Japan. The report looks 
hopefully on future trade relations with that] country, and 
acknowledges the important service which the Japancse supplies 
of raw silk have conferred on the manufacturers of France. 








SCHEME OF A FRENCH IMPERIAL FACTORY IN 
CHINA. 

Tue project entertained by the French Government of estab- 
lishing an Imperial Factory in China, the headquarters of which 
shall be in Nanking and Shanghai, is not without certain re- 
commendatory features. No means, probably, could be devised 
by our continental neighbours better calculated to promote, or, 
at least to stimulate their trading interests in that quarter, un- 
willing, as they are, to await the result of unaided individual 
enterprise and effort. A certain prestige would, no doubt, 
attach to the establishment and its branches that would 
not be without its effect on the Court of Peking, and induco 
the granting of special privileges to the agents of the Factory, 
privileges in which foreign nations would have no direct claim to 
participate. France relies on China for a supply of raw silk 
for her manufactures quite as much as ourselves on teas for 
consumption ; but, we may be assured, France will not rest 
content with such a proportionate adverse balance, to bo settled 
for in specie, as we aro fain to put up with ; sho will, above 
all things, aim to enlarge the market for her productions and 
reach the great centres of inland distribution, We shall not 
be surprised to find, should the contemplated Factory be estab- 
lished, French steam-barges ploughing the Imperial canal, and 
its artificial and natural tributarics in all their Jength, A 
Factory will aid France, as it has before this aided other 
nations in the East, in carrying out a widely-extended system 
of barter, the most profitable form of interchange, especially 
in a country the Government of which is watchful that there 
shall be no export of the precious metals. In this barter trade, 
the obtaining of tea in exchange will almost be as great an ob- 
ject os silk ; for, although France is but a moderate consumer 
of the article, a profitable re-export trade may be carried on with 
the Prussian aud Russian ports. To French traders such a 
factory would afford special facilities. Not only could they re- 
plenish their stocks of goods and avail themselves to some ex- 
tent of imperial means and imperial credit, and could always 
realise on teas collected from priests aud farmers, or purchased 
from Mandarins, either obtaining the local market value 
or securing an advance, the difference to be made 
good upon advices received of sales in Europe. Wo are 
not yet informed os to the character of tho special 
privileges accorded to French trade between Cochin and China, 
but these are not unlikely to aid the result. Our treaty right, 
however, to} the establishment of inland stations will allow 
us to keep pace with French progress, favoured though it may 
be by certain prescriptive rights, and taking the empire as we 
are in flank, by way of Burmah and Thibet, and with more 
capital than ever invested in tho trade, with the evident 
necessity that exists for the Chinese Government to enlarge 
the basis of foreign trade, if it would consolidate its power, 
we have no reason to suppose that France will steal a march 
upon us, whilst sho is certainly freo and welcome to pursue 
success in her own way. 












CONDITION OF THE CEYLON ROADS, 

CeyLoy, at the present time, exhibits tho strange anomaly 
of progress and retrogression. With a largo increase in the 
annual area of cultivation, her roads havo been suffered to go 
to ruin, to becomo under tropical rains like paddy grounds, 
their condition rendering whole districtsy barely accessible, 
limiting the means and enhancing the price of transport, and 
raising food to famine prices. But few new roads have latterly 
been opened, and districts demanding new outlets for their 
produce continue uuprovided even with the requisite facilities 
for supplying their immediate wauts, The condition of the 
roads has been pronounced infamous, yet with no less a sum 
than £214,000 in the Treasury, the few remaining labourers 
on the roads are called off for want of available funds; the 
headmen, whose name is legion, go unpaid; the Survey De- 
partment, so necessary to be kept in a state of efficiency, is 
Jamentably restricted in its meaus ; and the local Government, 
fails to discharge its obligations in regard to native titles. The 
policy that has led to this neglect of roads is the moro suicidal 
that tolls have remarkably augmented of late years, that the 
sums bid for Crown lands largely depend upon provided 









facilities of communication, and the amount of capital, skill» 
aud labour invested in new districts ou their accessibility, 
so that the moneys thus withdrawn are lost in another form, 
The disastrous effvct on the fortunes of individual planters 
from the resulting cost of transport and price of food, com- 
pelling them to dispense with labour at a critical time lest their 
estates should be eaten up, and so narrowing the margin of 
possible gain that many of them must be reduced from com- 
petence to want, exhibits a picture of forlorn helplessuess that 
we might have expected to find realised only under the exac- 
tions of some Indian rajah, or the uncontrolled cupidity of a 
Kandian prince. At one point alone in the Southern Province 
the estimated loss to planters from want of suitable repairs to 
roads is not less than £8,000 on 100,000 bushels of coffee there 
concentrated for delivery. Letters are before us showing that 
produce destined for shipment had been detained fully three 
weeks en roule. 

We may be sure the financial vultures have scented from 
afar their prey, and in the foreclosing of mortgages on estates 
on which advances have been made, will reap the present 
season their full harvest. Besides, impassable roads enhance 
the difficulty of providing satisfactory securities, and add to the 
charges on advanccs, The crfrtailment of investment of British 
capital will also be witnessed. English embarkers of capital 
in Ceylon are usually those impatient of low rates of interest, 
yielded by secure home investments and willing to undergo 
some risk, the risk of unpropitious seasons and uncertain 
labour. But in this neglect of arterial communication is a 
fatal impediment to success, to remove which the funds are 
actually on hand. Six yeara ago the roads of Ceylon were in 
excellent condition, its 150 miles of canal unobstructed ; we 
witnessed none of the present hoarding up, the neglect to provide 
the essential means for giving vigour and activity to trade and 
industry. The witness who told the Trinity Board that Tenterden 
steeple was the cause of the Goodwin-sands was assuredly not far 
wrong, for weare gravely informed that the newrailway, which in 
Tune uext will be completed to Ambepussen, is the veritable cause 
of the bad roads, Not that it takes their route, or will super- 
sede them, or can prove remunorative without fecders, but that 
the late Governor chose to construe home instructions, not to 
apply public funds to any work of magnitude until the cost. of 
the railway had been met, to apply their repair. The cone 
temptuous silence with which the late legislative application to 
the Colonial Office for permission to devoto a surplus revenue, 
amounting to £214,000, to this aud kindred objects, shows 
the opinion there entertained of men who havo not energy or 
administrative skill sufficient to break their leading strings, 
manifestly afraid to take the initiative, to do their duty to the 
colony lest their own chances of promotion should be impeded ; 
whilst in the demand to which the fictitious surplus has led, 
that the colony shall at once proceed to defray its military ex- 
penses according to an imperial estimate, an everlasting lesson 
is taught of the ultimate fruitlessness of long years of syco- 
phancy. We regret the supineness of the Ceylon press in 
tolerating an accumulation of revenue at such a fearful cost, 
and cannot dischargo altogether from blame the late unofficial 
members for waiting till “ the floods came” before raising their 
voice of protest, Itwasin their power to have aroused publio 
opinion before as well as now, and they might have appealed at 
least to the Home Government for redress. Nothing now re- 
mains but for the residents to agitate for an increase in the 
unofficial members of the Legislative Council from seven to 
teu, and to see that these individually represent the leading 
islands’ interests; whilst we trust that tho first act of the 
newly-inaugurated Go R will be to disburso in local im- 
provemcnts—more especially on roads, a balance that never 
should have existed. Let these roads be longer neglected, and 
their repair will be brought within the category of “works of 
magnitude,” which the Home Government has for the present 
interdicted. 











TIE HON. SIR FREDERICK BRUCE, G.C.B. 

As wo intimated in January, Sir Fredcrick Bruco_will not 
return to Peking, and the post now beld by Mr. T. F. Wado 
remains to be filled. We believe that no scttlement will be 
made until Sir Rutherford Alcock, who arrived by the last mail, 
has been consulted, Sir Frederick has been appointed to suc- 
ceed Lord Lyons, who resigus on account of ill-health, as 
Minister at Washington. The dignity of G.C.B, has been con- 
ferred on Sir Frederick, and we understand he proceeds to his 
post on the 25th inst. 
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Sir Hercules Robinson, whose appointinent to the Governor- 
ship of Ceylon we announced some months since, has been 
formally gazetted to that post. Nothing has been notified as to 
his successor at Hong Kong. 





Mr. Algernon Bertram Mitford has been appointed Second 
Secretary to tho Legation at Peking. He was temporarily 
attached to the Embassy at St. Petersburg, and appointed 
. Acting Third Secretary in H.M. Diplomatic Service, 1863, 





Mr, RK. Douglas, of the China Consular service, has 
undertaken the post of Curator of the Chinese Library at the 
British Museum. 





DETERIORATION OF HOME STOCKS OF TEAS, 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


Sim,—Whilst allowing that the imperfect manufacture of tea is one 
primary cause of deterioration, there is no question that the dampness of our 
English atmosphere contributes in a very material degree to this result. 
An effective and economic correction may be found in the exclusion of 
atmospheric moisture from the warehouses in which China teas are stored 
by the introduction of a moderate degree of artificial heat. In fact, 
we do not deal tenderly enough with this sensitive product of an Eastern 
clime. All experience goes to show thata heat of 80 or 90 deg. will notin- 
jure tea, and so with the dry cold which the Russian overland teas encounter 
in winter time, on the Mantchvrian and Siberian plains. Tere 
Laffirm, is the great preservative, arresting even the effects of faulty 
curing. Of course, such a suggestion as the above is sure to meet with 
opposition from warehouremen and dock companies; the objections of 
insurance offices and the regulations governing bonded warehouses would 
be met by introducing the heat through steam pipes, the boilers supplying 
the steam being ata distance. Whatever difficulties, however, may be 
raised, I cannot doubt but that means will be found for carrying this 
suggestion into practical effect, sveing that it is a matter of saving thousands 
of pounds annually to our tea importers.— Yours, &c.,

{ THE JAPANESE QUID PRO QUO. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


Sin,—I am not satisfied of the wisdom of the course pursued by 
foreign Ministers in Japan, in offering to release the Tycoon's Govern- 
ment from payment of any indemnity for the naval late operations, &c., 

rovided that Simonoseki, or some more elixible port in the Straits, shall 

fe opened to foreign trade. We have thus put a money value on the 
grant, as though the {advantage were all on one side; instead of which 
it is our business to demonstrate to the Japanese Government and pcople 
themselves of free and unrestricted intercourse. The Tycoon’s Govern- 
ment may be safely trusted for securing its own pecuniary enrichment, on 
duties levied on goods despatched by the guilds of Yedo to any forcign 
settlement, or foreign cousular port, that may be opesed in the Inland 
Sea. Because the Prince of Nagato would not pay that indemnity, his 
two palaces the one at Yedo the other at Kioto, were burnt, together with 
his servitors residing within them; and my own opinion is that, taking 
this barbarous act into consideration, the Tycoon's Government should 
have been compelled to pay at once the indemnity, in specie, to the 
uttermost farthing, instead of being offered the mild alternative of en- 
gaging to open to foreign trade a port in the territories of the hostile 
Daimio, over which it has never exercised the least control. But without 
further reference to civil or political complications, what I contend for is, 
that we should not be deprived of money so fairly earned, and so add 
to home burdens the expenses of an expedition undertaken to vindi- 
cate our treaty rights, Yours, &c.

Soquel to Some Glimpses of Life in the Far East By J.G. 
Taouson, F.R.G.S. London : Richardson and Co., Cornhill.— 
The author of “Some Glimpses in Life in the Far East” has— 
as we prognosticatcd would be the caso in our notico of that 
volume—been encouraged to publish the sequel ho promised 
and, further than that, to throw aside Lis anonymous guise, 
The continuation is deficient in those personal details which 
communicated so much interest to its predeecssor. The book 
before us partakes more of the nature of a collection of essays, 
many of which would seem to have already appeared in “The 
Journal of tho Indian Archipelago,” or to have remained in the 
essnyist’s writing-desk till the topic to which they refer hus 
utterly faded from the sympathies and even memories of man- 
kind. The first three-and-thirty pages aro devoted to a his- 
tory of the overbearing conduct of a Major Ross Macdonald, who 
was Superintendent of tho island of Ponang so long ago as tho 
year 1796. Tho very titles of several of the other disquisitions 
show at once that they partake of the same defoct, as belong- 
ing entirely to a state of things that passed away with the 








sovercignty of the East India Company, to which the author 
exhibits the same hearty antagonism that characterised his 
former volume. A large portion of the book is occupied in 
discussing, under one shape or another, what Mr. Disraeli made 
the conversation of clubs aud drawing-rooms by introducing in 

one of his novels as “the Asian mystery.” How is it, indeed, 

since all knowledge—whether physical or metaphysical—all 
arts, and all sciences, having sprung from the East, and thence 
been disseminated over the world, that the fountain and source 
of such benefits should secm in the present day to be either 
dried up, orthat what current may still bo flowing has lost its 
freshness and invigorating and vivifying power? This question 
Mr. Thomson assails in various ways, but without affording us 
a satisfactory solution. Is the fault in the people or their 
rulers? Has the race of Shem become utterly degenerate, or 
is it simply that the eucrgy now lies slumbering in the mass, 
and demands the rod of some one of their old “ world-tamers” 
to stir up the latent fire? To thoso whom such speculations 
delight, Mr. Thomson's pages will affordjall that information 
which a long residence in the Far East and a thorough acquaint- 
ance with the native character and the language spoken over @ 
wide area can alone confer, The reader for mere amusement 
will find such a treat as he has not met with for many a day in 
the story of “Sheik Abdulla the Younger,” who gained from 
his instructor permission “to mect the Prince of the Devils, a0 
that he might obtain an insight into his doings amongst man- 
kind and other created things.” The narrative abounds in 
incident, as may be supposed, and in Oriental fashion most of 
the mischief is laid to the door of the fairer sex, the more beau 
tiful and handsome portion of whom his highness is pleased to 
call “ my books.” Of a very different nature, and of far higher 
import is the autobiography of Abdulla Moonshee, a native 
long connected with the first English Protestant missionaries to 
the Malayan Archipelago, Abdulla speaks in gratifying terms 
of the Milnes and Morrisons, and the plain unbiassed recital of 
their daily doings, given by one who was both their instructor 
and pupil, will form an eminently cheering fragment for those 
who yet hope to sce Christianity triumph over Mahommedanism 
and Budbism. Ou the other hand, Abdulla’s account of the 
German Mlissionary and his method of translating the Bible 
into Malayan, is like a chapter from Gil Blas, so naive and 
piquant is the disclosure. Abdulla’s unvarnished tale is in 
reality one of the keenest satires on the countrymen of Niebuhr 
aud Bunsen that ever was penned, and tho telling force of the 
revelation consists in its evident truthfulness, A true German 
philosopher never lias to learn, but always to teach. It is of 
little consequence tu him whether his premises aro right or wrong, 
or whether he has before him all those that might fairly lie 
within his reach. Two or three facts, or two or three words, 
will enable him to remodel a nation’s history, or reconstruct @ 
nation’s grammar. ‘The German knew nothing of Malay save 
what Abdulla taught him, but that did not prevent his insist- 
ing that the syntax aud tho spelling of the language should be 
altered to suit his theory of what it ought to have becn. The 
next edition of the “Curiosities of Literature” should be en- 
larged by this singular chapter, and meantime we earnestly 
commend our readers to satiate their curiosity by perusing the 
“ Sequel to Somo Glimpses of Life in the Far East.”
